Motion Pictures of Climb Will 
be Shown Here 

GRIM STRUGGLE 

Party Will Make Another At- 
tempt to Reach the 
Summit 

Of Interenl to Cnnndlanti Is tho an- 
uounceinont that the motion pictures 
inken of the Mount. Everest Mxpeill- 
tion «if will sonn be oxhlldteil on 

Ibis side of the Atliintio, The Minuit 
Everest Coiunilttee of the Uoytil tieo- 
graphlciil .Society mid the Alpine Chili 
are arranging to have the films sent 
to the Dominion, and will l>o presented 
by the well known traveller, Mr, 
l.owoii Thomas. 

The expedition, while unsueiioNsfiil 
in reuniting the 'summit of ill. Ever- 
est, was not an entire failure, and the 
same pivrty. under the auspices of the 
Uoynl Geographical Society, will make 
another attempt to settle the heights 
of this, the world's highest peak, In 
.February of this year. The committee 
believe that the presentation of this 
film record of 1PÎ2, on the e\> of the 
final assault on the mountain, will 
attract great public Interest. The 
profits accruing- to the committee wi'l 
all be devoted to the completion of 
the enterprise. 

The following is an interesting aa- 
cotint of the adventures of the ex- 
pedition as ii will be portrayed on the 
screen . 

CLIMBING MOUNT EVEREST. 
Traveller's Talcs from the Roof of the 
World. 

From the days of Marco Polo to the 
present time, whether men climb the 
snows of Everest or brave the fast- 
nesses of Afghanistan, the world hns 
never grown tired of hearing of ad- 
vent tic and endeavour. 

And of all the tnles that, travellers 
have brought bnck from far places, 
there is none more romantic and orig- 
inal than the story of the last Mount 
Everest Expedition. TTc fîeard a lit- 
tle of it through Dr. Wakefield, who 
wa? Canada's mountaineering repre- 
sentative sent out by the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society. But interest In the 
feat will soon bo revived by the arri- 
val in Canada of the thrilling cinema • 
tographic record of the expedition 
which has drawn all London. 

The spoken story that will be told 
by Lowell Thomas, the explorer, as 
the screen unveils the mysteries of 
forbidden Tibet Is the story of the 
most adventurous task that is left for 
mankind to do. The poles have been 
reached. Strange peoples have y.'eldcd 
their secrets to the cinema, lens- Wild 
to spring, have bîen shown on tlie 
screen. But Mount Everest remains 
w t 'ih its untrodden snow, inviolatv and 
\.rr,m as at the beginning oi the 
v.orid. It is the last great physical 
feature of earth to which man has not 
yet attained. . 

This great film spectacle shows how 
tlie climbers were beaten back by ter- 
rible weatber from reaching the Vum- 
mlt. But undsunted, General Biuee 
a.-d his colleagues of the Koyal Geo- 
graphical Society are at this moment 
preparing to make another attempt 
within :* few months, and this th'iio 
they are going out, 1.0 complete the 
conquest of the great, mountain 'and 
: -, stand on the topmost pinnuclc of 
earth. 

Whether I hey will succeed or not. 
depends on incalculable factors of 
wind and weather, hut nothing that 
experience can dictate, or Unit cour- 
age can accomplish, will he left un- 
done. Everyone who sees this film, 
that is to tour Canada, can judge for 
himself how good the' chances arc. 
And tb<- fuel that, within 1,750 feel, of 
the sumniil the climbers were forced 
to return, docs not diminish, indeed II 
heightens, the human intcrcsl of this 
picijtiic of mountaineering, glaciers, 
and the wonders of fu.r off Tibet. 

The magic eelhilold, made by Hie 
explorer, Captain Noel, shows us Dr. 
Wakefield from Canudii and his col- 
leagues from England, fighting Hie 
forces of nature against terrifié odds. 
Wbep .von hear I hem speak or see 
i hem on tho wcrcep, you realize how 
unassuming and how greatly during 
they are. They' are of the line of the 
great adventurers, the successors of 
Drake and I'Vobisljer, of Captain Cook 
and Livingstone. And while ttiicll 
Spirit lasts, there is nothing that can- 
not be accomplished,

Itg a famous climber, he can paint 
well, lecture dellglil fully and conduct 
Ids own music, noted down the tunes 
bo hoard on the spot and has repro- 
duced litem for Western ears. So 
faithfully has he produced these 
dances and the tunes of the wander- 
ing fiddlers that ho beard on his Jour- 
neys that we can almost see the life 
of Tibet passing licfore our eyes. Even 
as a. single note may set up vibrations 
to fracture a wine-glass, so these vi- 
brations seem to break through the 
clouds of our Western materialism, en- 
abling n£to see the dreams and Ideals 
of an elder day. 

At the head of the vast Bongbuk 
Glacier, at '.'1,000 feet above sea level 
(the greatest altitude at which. a camp 
has ever been established) the Expe- 
dition laid seigc to tho Sacred Moun-

1 Driven upwards a 
thousand feet and more by 'the great 
winds of the world, sweeping cease- 
lessly across the peak of Everest, these 
mighty storms of snow give us a gra- 
phic idea of the difficulties to be 
faced . 

At ease in your armchair In a Mont- 
real theatre, you will catch a glimpse 
of the party as It. descends the moun- 
tain, with two of the climbers frost- 
bitten, ■'■'on will see where seven of 
the porters were carried • away by tin 
avalanche and swept to their doom 
over n precipice of ice. 

.Meanwhile, we also witness the se- 
cond attempt, -with oxygon-breii thing 
apparat us. ca riled on the hacks of tho 
climbers, us it. prepares l'or the second 
ascent. In the Icy wind, sniggling 
against storms and cold, we follow 
them on their climb lo the highest 
point reached on north — 27,250 foot, 
find wc sco pictures liikon at an alti- 
tude higher even than any have been 
taken from an aeroplane. 

Another 1,750 feet remain In bo tra- 
versed. That is (be task for l!»2t. 
Thai, is the i object of the liltlu band 
of men now preparing to leave 
Loudon. 

Plumed with driven snow, remote, 
menacing, the Sacred Mountain mines 
her iinconi|iiered bend, so grand and so 
lonely thai one can hardly believe that 
human feel wl|l tread it. Vet (hoy 
will.
